Tue work of the commission charged 
with devising a plau for the reorganiza- 
tion of the army has apparently come 
to a deadlock, the last meeting having 
been held some three weeks ago. The 
difference in the commission turns 
upon the adoption of the Germar 
principle of a large company of 250 
men as the unit, which, brought up to 
a war footing, enables tho war depart- 
ment to double or treble the size of the 
army without increasing the number 
of regiments or impairing its efficiency. 
and a combination of the present sys- 
tem, under which the number of men 
is very small in proportion to the num- 
ber of Officers, and the cost of the army 
on a peace footing made very great. 
Most of the democrats favor the former 
plan, and most ot the republicans the 
latter, with its extravagance and inefii- 
ciency.

the claimant, it appears that all the 
pu‘chase money had not been paid for 
the property at the time cf the assign- 
ment of the bond to the claimant, on 
the 2d of June, 1875.

This case came before the court be- 
low on a scire facias to revive a judg- 
ment. The defendant pleaded that 
the judgment had been paid, and on 
the trial of that issue the jury, under 
the charge of the court, found a verdict 
in fayor of the plaintiffs. The defend- 
ant made a motion for a new trial on 
the several grounds therein set forth, 
which was overruled by the court, and 
the defendantexcepted. The evidence 
in the record as to the payment of the 
judgment was conflicting, and the 
charge of the court was quite as tavor- 
able for the defendant as he was enti- 
tled to under the evidence. It appears 
from the defendant’s own testimony 
that, whilst the plaintiffs’ claim was in 
the hands of Bacon, as{their attorney, 
for collection, that he also placed in

the instruction in due time, but aa I 
was afterwards informed by them, 
they did not pay the drait, but, on the 
contrary, disposed of the cotton, aud 
kept the money under the preieuse 
that] owed them a balance to which 
they applied the proceeds of the cot- 
ton, although I did not think 1 owed 
them anything.

should have been submitted to the jury. 
The true principles of law applicable to 
the facts of this case, are correctly 
stated by Parsons iu his treatise on the 
law Sof proraissory notes and bills of 
exchange. “It would seem,” says the 
learned author, “that if a person should 
write to a factor that he had sent him 
ceitain goods for sale, and drawn a bill 
on him on the credit of the goods toa 
certain amount, “he factor, .1 he re- 
ceived the consignment, would be bound 
to accept the bill. The question still 
remains whether the payee of the bill 
would have a right. of action against 
the /a:tor as an acceptor fox muney had 
an received to his use, on the ground 
that the acceptance of the consign- 
iment was equivalent to a promise to 
accept. Weshould hold him so liable, 
on the ground that by accepting the 
consignment he had made a contract 
with the drawer toaccept the bill, and 
that his contract being for the benefit 
ot a third person, this person might 
bring an action for the breach ox the 
contract.” Ist Parsons on Notes and 
Bills, 291. In view of the tact that, un- 
der our practice, the p!aintiff’s declar- 
ation having been so framed as to au- 
thorize the equitable, as well as the 
legal, riguts of the parties to have been 
considered on the trial of the case, the 
court erred, in our judgment, in non- 
suiting the plaintiff on the statement 
of facts contained in the record.

6. It follows trom the above that the 
decree was improperly entered upon 
this uncertain verdict, and the jadg- 
ment sustaining it is erroneous, and 
must also he reversed.

Judge Thomas J. Mackey, who has 
for some years past occupied a prominent place 
in South Carolina politics, passed; through At- 
lanta on yesterday en route to Cincinnati. 
Learning that he was at the Markham house,a 
CONSTITUTION reporter sought him to make in- 
quiry about the outiook in his state Judge 
Mackey isand hasbeen since the surrendera 
repuolican. He isvice president of the union 
League of the United States, and has been the 
leading republiean in his state. He at present 
occupies a circuit judgeship. He wasa sup- 
perter of Chamberlain as long as Chamberlain 
pretended to be on the line of reform and only 
forsook him when Chamberlain conmnuted to 
accept a nomination from the robber 
crew who have # long preyed upon 
the vitale of the state. He then openly an- 
n>uneed for Hampton, and became his most 
unportant supporter. He was followed by 
neariy every respectable judicial offiver in the 
state. He was seiected to administer the oath 
of office to Hampton. 

REePORTER—J udge, how are matters ir South 
Carolina ? 

Jupes—Very encouraging. In less than 
twenty days the constitutional legislature wili 
be calied together and enough republican sena- 
tors will respond to make it so ciear thatthis is 
the only legal general assembly that even Grant 
wiil not he-itate to acknowledge it.

The gentlemen who 
eompose that committee are too prominent in 
yhe pub'ic eye and have characters too honora- 
bie tc make it possible for auy one of them to 
falsify such plain facts as establish Hampton’s 
election. 

REPORTER——How are the people responding 
to Hampton's tax levy?

THE COAL FAMINE 


What Coal Pealers Here Think of 
the Strike iu the Teanessce Mines. 


We Scarcity to be Apprehended in 
Atianta. 


For some days past there has been an in- 
@reasing fear ia the minds of many of our citi- 
sens that we were threatened with a coal tam. 
ine. The miners’ strike at several of the Ten- 
nessee mines, and the knowledge that we were 
cut off from our usual supply by reason of that 
strike, occasiotied this fear, and it has steadily 
grown until yesterday, when it manifesied itself 
by a well defined rush on several of the coa: 
yards. Before night yesterday, every yard in the 
city that we couid hear trom was completely out 
of Georgia and Tennessee coal, and purchasers 
were sempelled to take anthracite coal or take 
none. 

A COAL FAMINE 

in a city of the size of Atlanta, and at this, the 
very roughest season of the year, would indeed 
be a calamity. Several winters ago, we remem- 
ber witnessing a partial famine of this sort 
here, occasioned then by the fact that the trans- 
portation accommodations of the rail: oads were 
more Jimited than they are now, and the city 
consumed the coal faster than it could be 
hauled. Brief as that season of scarcity was, 
it caused a great deal of suffering,and more 
especially among the poorer classes, whose pov- 
erty rendered it impossible for them to furnish 
themselves with wood, and who only bought 
coal from week to week, as their necessities re- 
quired. 

With a view of ascertaining whether there 
was any well grounded fears of a coal famine a, 
this time, a reporter of the ConsTITOTION called 
yesterday upon severai of our coal dealers. We 
give what whey say, and are pleased to learn 
that there 

I8 NO DANGER OF ANY SUCH AFFLICTION. 
Major J. F. Edwards, one of tre largest and 
most experierced coal merchants in the city 
gave his views freely. The maior handies the 
Coal Creek coal, the Sewanee coal, and the val- 
can coal, trom Tennessee; also the anthracite or 
hard coal. The effect of the strike was very 
apparentin his yard yesterday from the entire 
absence of all coal except of the latter kind. 

The Coal Creek mine is located in East Ten- 
nessee, near Knoxville. The Vulcan and 8u- 
wanee mines in Middle Tennessee. 

THE HANDS sTRIKING

“We are using our best efforts, and have some 
hopes of breaking the scrike soon, but nothing 
definite.”’ 

Were the miners to get four cents a bushel 
it would maverially increase the price ef coal 
here. 

The employees at the Vulcen mine are like- 
wise on a strike, ¢nd that supply is temporarily 
cut off, Heace the company have managed to 
geta few convicts and put them to work, but 
have not yet resumed their shipping. 

No coal can be bad here from the Suwanee 
mine on accountof the demand upon it from 
Nashville, tne supply which this city usually 
obtaius from Kentucky being cut off. 

The Dade county coal miners are being push- 
ed to their full yield to supply the demands of 
railroads and iron furnaces and are shipping 
little if any here. 

If we had to depend entirely for our coal upon 
the mines of Tennessee and orth Georgia, our 
condition would be bad, but we are not so help- 
jess. Fortunately we have the anthracite, er 
northe n coal to fall back upon, and there is no 
indications gf that failing usa This eoal is 
broughtinto Savannah, Charleston and Port 
Roya: in large quantities by vessel,acd as the 
freight from the seaboard this way is light this 
season there is no trouble about transportation. 
The domestic consumption here is about 2,500 
tons per mont), and this can be suoplied. 

So far there has been no rise at all in the 
price of coal cons quent upon the strike and 
probably wiil not be, Tennessee coal commands

Fourth, I will open precincts enough in Tul 
ton county to allow the voters to cast their bal- 
lots wi hout let or hindrance, snd so arrange 
the voting departments asto avoid, as far as 
possible, strife and conflict. 

Fifth, 1 will see to it that the utmost humani 
ty is exercised toward the criminals of the coun- 
ty in the jail and in thechain gang, and that 
their government ehali be such as tends to an 
elevation of their morals; and obedience shall 
ouly be enforced by punishment after all other 
means have been exhausted. 

Sixth, It wili be my pride and pleasure so to 
utilize the labors of the county poor as to lighten 
the burden cast upon the county necessary to 
their support, and their cleims to a subsistence 
from the county treasury shali be so met in the 
expenditure if possible as to make the duty o/ 
giving and the necessity of reesiving a recipro 
cal biessing.
